W ashington, Aug. 2.— The 
senate 
lobby committee completed the ex­ 
amination of M artin M. M ulhall, for­ 
mer “ lobbyist" for the National As­ 
sociation of Manufacturers, and the 
grilling of that individual 
w ill 
be 
transferred early next week to the 
house end of the Capitol. 
Chairm an Garrett of the house com­ 
mittee announced that the exam ina­ 
tion of M ulhall by 
his 
committee 
would begin Tuesday or Wednesday. 
The house investigation, it is be­ 
lieved, w ill produce more bitterness 
cveu than has characterized the sen­ 
ate investigation which has been de­ 
voted largely to the routine reading 
of letters in which 
reference 
was 
made to M ulhall’s alleged relations 
with members of congress. 
The senate committee released M ul­ 
hall after only a brief examination 
by attorneys for the National Associa­ 
tion of M anufacturers and with only 
little cross examination from the com­ 
mittee. 


Severe 
Grilling 
Intended. 


Chairman Garrett and his associates 
on the house side proposed to begin 
with a searching examination of the 
witness. 
The letters 
w ill be identified 
"in 
bulk" as they 
were 
presented to the 
senate and M ulhall w ill then 
be put 
upon a direct 
examination as to his 
alleged activities in legislative mut­ 
ters and elections. 
"W e w ill first take up his charges 
affecting 
members 
of 
the 
present 
house,” said Chairm an Garrett, “ then 
his references to members of former 
congresses and to employes of con­ 
gress and finally bis alleged connec­ 
tion with matters of legislation.” 
Form er Congressman Jam es E. W a t­ 
son of Indiana, the target for much 
of M ulhall’s attack before the senate 
committee, w ill take the witness stand 
before the senate committee Monday 
morning. 
Mr. W atson has denounced Mulhall 
in strong terms since the investigation 
began and he is expected to make a 
vigorous presentation of his case on 
the witness stand.

W ashington, Aug. 2.— Developments 
in the Mexican situation were con­ 
fined to efforts on the part of the ad­ 
m inistration to prevent unnecessary 
agitation over the revolution. 
So far as the United States is in­ 
formed both the federal and constitu­ 
tionalists are complying with the de­ 
sire of the Am erican government for 
the protection of foreigners and their 
property and there is a hopeful feeling 
m anifest in official circles that efforts 
of inlluential Mexicans to bring about 
peace may be successful. 
in the meantime President W ilson 
and his advisers are opposed to any 
attempt to force the Am erican gov­ 
ernm ent into any hasty declaration of 
policy. 
Secretary Bryan promptly denied a 
story that European governments are 
pressing the United States to action. 
On the authority of the president 
him self it is known that the only doc­ 
uments from foreign powers to the 
United States on the subject in recent 
months gave a description of the con­ 
ditions in the republic to their home 
governments with the request that the 
information be conveyed to the United 
States. 
To prevent any aggravation of the 
situation which, in the view of officials 
here, is slo w ly adjusting itself the ad­ 
m inistration. it became known, does 
not look favorably on the proposal to 
have Ambassador Henry Lane W ilson 
appear before the house committee on 
foreign affairs. 
The ambassador is known to hold 
views at variance with those of the 
president and Secretary Bryan and it 
it said on good authority that inform a­ 
tion is in possession of the state de­ 
partm ent contradicting in many essen­ 
tials the reports of Ambassador W il­ 
son.

ORDERS DEEP CUT 
IN EXPRESS RATES 


California Railway Commission 


Takes Action. 


San Francisco, Aug. 2.— The state 
railroad commission of California or­ 
dered reductions in the express rate-i 
of the WellsF-argo company amount­ 
ing to a cut of $750,000 from pretent 
annual revenues. 
E v e ry rate of the conqiany in this 
state is abolished by the order, which 
is effective Oct. 1, and more than 3,- 
000,000 new rates devised by the com­ 
mission on a ten-mile zone basis are 
ordered effective at that time. 
The express company is ordered to 
operate six months on the commis­ 
sion’s rates, which are on the average 
15 per cent below those heretofore ex­ 
acted. and then submit a statement of 
its earnings, if it feels the rates not 
justified. 
A t present, the commission finds, 
the company makes a net yearly profit 
of $842,097, on a proj*erty valuation 
estimated at $613,233, of 136 per cent 
on its investment. 
The 
finding pronounced the com­ 
pany “ a parasite on the railroads" und 
suggests that, instead of appealing to 
the interstate commerce commission 
for permission to increase rates, the 
railroads “ look into this express sit­ 
uation.”
